the  affair  of  the  convidts ;  which  I  flatter  my- 
felf  will  fully  anfwer  the  two  firft  purpofes,  and 
for  the  laft,  I  ftiall  annex  fuch  a  number  of  un¬ 
controvertible  cafes,  fup ported  and  attefled  by 
fuch  authorities,  as  I  hope  will  fllence  for  the 
future  even  malice  Itfelf. 

The  impoflibilify  of  conveying  a  narrative 
of  fuch  length  (exclufive  of  the  cafes)  through 
the  channel  of  a  news-paper,  will  appear  to 
every  reafonable  and  candid  reader,  and,  I  beg 
may  be  my  excufe  for  levying  this  tax  upon 
the  public. 

About  the  year  1761,  I  had  the  happinefs 
to  difcover  two  powerful  and  valuable  Styptic 
Medicines,  capable,  as  I  had  the  ftrongeft  rea- 
fons  to  believe,  of  flopping,  not  only  bleedings 
of  the  fmaller  veffels,  whether  internal  or  ex¬ 
ternal,  but  likewife  thofe  violent  hemorrhages.. 
arifing  from  the  larger  arteries  being  wounded, 
hr  divided  in  amputations.  My  prefumption 
of  their  efficacy  was  founded  upon  a  variety  of 
experiments  made  upon  the  animal  creation, 
in  the  prefence  of  feveral  gentlemen  of  the  fa¬ 
culty.*- — An  account  of  which  fee  in  the  Ap¬ 
pendix.  Thefe  anfwering  my  moft  fanguine 
expectations,  I  wiffied  to  extend  their  falutary 
effedts  to  the  human  fpecies.  With  this  view 
I  fought  after  every  opportunity  of  putting 
them  to  the  fevereft  trials,  and  among  a  great 
number  of  cafes  that  offered  (in  every  one  of 
which  they  fuceeeded)  there  were  fome,  intern 
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nal  ones  efpecially,  of  fo  violent  and  ftubborn  a 
nature,  as  to  have  already  baffled  the  utmoft 
efforts  of  the  Regulars .  Thefe  fucceffes  only 
ferved  to  ftimulate  my  delire  to  have  a  further 
proof  made  of  their  efficacy*  by  trying  them 
on  the  larger  arteries  divided  in  amputations. 
But  my  profped  of  having  fach  a  trial  was  in¬ 
deed  very  remote ;  and  what  I  could  hardly  ever 
exped  to  meet  with*  confidering  the  light  I 
flood  in  with  the  Profeffion ;  “  An  illiterate 
“Mechanic,  and  a  ^uack  !”  But  rather  animated 
than  difcouraged  writh  thefe  difficulties,  I  re- 
folved,  as  the  only  refource  I  could  think  of,  to 
make  application  to  his  Majefty  for  one  of  the 
convids,  then  under  fentence  of  death,  in 
Newgate,  upon  whom  the  experiment  might 
be  lawfully  made  by  cutting  off  his  leg,  and 
applying  the  Styptic  only,  inftead  of  taking  up 
the  veffcls  in  the  ufual  way.  This  produced 
the  following  petitions.

My  prefumption  of  its  efficacy  is  founded  on 
feveral  experiments  made  on  the  fmalier  arteries 
of  the  human  body,  being  the  only  opportuni¬ 
ties  I  could  obtain  of  trying  it  in  that  way  j 
and  confirmed  by  repeated  trials  on  the  brute 
creation,  made  under  the  greateft  difadvantages 
imaginable  to  the  Medicine. 

Not  to  trouble  your  Majefty  with  a  detail  of 
the  particular  experiments,  I  fhall  only  mention 
two,  the  mo  ft  confiderable,  to  wit  : 

The  amputation  of  the  hinder  leg  of  a  ftrong 
dog,  and  the  amputation  of  the  fame  limb  of  a 
full  grown  afs,  both  which  were  performed  in 
the  prefence  of  feveral  gentlemen  of  the  faculty,

Notwithftanding,  by  the  tenour  of  this  letter 
the  ferjeants  were  directed  to  call  upon  me  to 
flate  the  experiment  I  intended  to  try ;  yet  nei¬ 
ther  the  ferjeants  themfelves,  or  any  perfon  from

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them,  did  ever  call  upon,  or  fend  to  me,  or  make 
any  enquiry  what  experiment  I  was  defirous  of 
having  tried,  or  any  fuch  queftion.  On  the 
contrary,  I  waited  on  Mr.  Hawkins,  the  ferjeant 
furgeon  feveral  times  for  this  purpofe,  but  could 
never  obtain  that  favour*

m\KT  E  hisMajefty’s  ferjeant  furgeons,  Meffieurs 
J  *  Ranby,  Hawkins,  and  Middleton,  in  obe¬ 
dience  to  your  Lordihip’s command,  having  con- 
fulted  together,  and  carefully  coiifidered  of  the 
propofals  delivered  to  your  Lordfhip  by  Mr. 
Peirce,  for  trying  the  efficacy  of  his  new  inven¬ 
ted  Styptic  Medicine,  upon  the  arteries  of  an 
amputated  limb,  for  which  purpofe  (if  it  fhould 
be  judged  proper  to  make  fuch  experiment)  his 
Majefty  has  been  gracioufly  pleafed  to  grant  a 
reprieve  to  a  convibt  in  Newgate,  humbly  beg 
leave  to  reprefen t  to  your  Lordfhip,  that  the 
proofs  laid  before  thgrn,  in  Mr*  Peirce’s  propo¬

logy  between  the  human  arteries  and  the  ar¬ 
teries  of  brutes,  with  refpedt  to  the  violence  of 
their  bleedings,  and  the  means  neceffary  to  flop 
them  ;  as  the  hemorrhages  from  the  arteries  of 
brutes  are  in  general  flopped  much  more  eafily, 
and  even  frequently  will  flop  of  the.mfelves, 
without  any  application  whatever ;  on  fuch 
experiments,  therefore,  made  upon  the  brutes, 
they  think  there  is  not  fufficient  authority  for 
them  to  recommend  the  making  the  experiment 
propofed  in  Mr.  Peirce's  petition,  but  if  your 
Lordfhip  fhould  be  pleafed  to  diredt,  and  Mr* 
Peirce  would  deliver  a  proper  quantity  of  his 
Medicine  to  feme  of  the  furgeonsof  thehofpitals, 
thofe  gentlemen  would  foon  have  opportunities 
of  making  fafe  and  fufficient  experiments  of  its 
efficacy  upon  the  fmaller  arteries  of  men,  and  if 
from  fuch  trials  this  Medicine  appeared  to  have 
more  efficacy  than  the  prefent  known  ftypticks 
have,  there  would  then  be  proper  foundation 
and  encouragement  to  make  further  experiments 
upon  the  larger  arteries,  and  the  convidl  intend¬ 
ed  for  the  prefent  experiment  might,  if  thought 
proper,  be  preferved  for  the  making  of  fuch 
trials  as  fhould  at  that  time  be  judged  fatisfac- 
tory  and  important.

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The  objections  ftarted  by  the  ferjeant  furgeons 
in  this  report,  of  the  infujfciency  of  the  experi¬ 
ments  hitherto  made ,  to  warrant  a  trial  of  it 
upon  the  convict ,  muft,  as  every  perfon  will 
readily  perceive,  operate  much  ftronger  with  the 
hofpital  furgeons.  If  any  rifk  muft  be  run  in  the 
experiment,  it  can  admit  of  no  difpute,  whether 
it  ought  to  be  with  a  forfeited  life,  faved  folely 
on  that  confideration,  or  with  the  life  of  an  in¬ 
nocent  perfon,  with  which,  no  man  nor  authority 
have  a  right  to  fport .  However,  the  gentlemen 
above-mentioned,  for  reafons  beft  known  to 
themfelves,  thought  fit  to  turn  the  affair  out  of 
its  proper  channel,  by  fhifting  it  over  to  the 
furgeons  of  the  hofpitals,tobefirft  t  ried  by  them, 
(which  the  ferjeants  well  knew,  if  I  am  not  miff 
informed,  was  more  than  they  could  anfwer  to 
the  Laws  of  their  country)  and  thus  effectually 
fruftrated  the  King’s  moft  gracious  intentions, 
both  to  the  public  and  myfelf ;  his  Majefty 
having  declared  that  he  would  liberally  reward 
me,  if  the  experiment  fhould  fucceed.

,  It  is  here  to  be  obferved,  that  it  was  his  Ma- 
jefty’s  pleafure  that  application  jhoutd  be  made  to 
me  for  my  Medicines  :  but  no  inch  application 
was  ever  made;  on  the  contrary,  I  waited  on  the 
gentlemen  of  St.  Thomas's,  Guy’s,  Bartholo- 
mew’s,  and  St.  George’s  hofpitals,  and  told  them 
that  I  was  willing  to  let  them  have  the  Medi¬ 
cines  to  make  trial  of,  provided  they  would  fuf- 
fer  me  to  be  prefent  when  they  were  applied ;

'Though  I  could  eafily  have  difproyed  ferae 
paflages  in  the  above  reports,  efpecially  the  laft, 
which  were  fo  unfavourable  tp  me ;  yet,  facri- 
ficing  refentment  to  prudence  and  to  the  public 

good. 
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good,  I  again  applied  to  the  furgeons  of  thd 
feveral  hofpitais,  in  obedience  to  the  instruc¬ 
tions  of  the  ferjeants,  but  without  effect*  being 
every  where  refufed,  for  want  of  a  precedent 
from  thofe  gentlemen. 

Being  thus  difappointed  in  my  hopes*  both  of 
the  Royal  Bounty,  and  of  eftabiifhing  the  re-* 
putation  of  my  Medicines,  I  found  myielf  re¬ 
duced  to  the  difagreeable  neceffity  of  joining 
the  common  herd  of  quack  advertifers.  This 
went  the  more  againft  me,  as  I  had  always 
Considered  my  difcovery  in  a  very  different 
point  of  view,  from  their  impotent  impositions* 
vmJThey  have  nothing  elfe  to  recommend  them 
to  the  notice  of  the  public  !  --their  effects  will 
never  do  it !  Whereas  I  wifhed  for  nothing  fo 
much  as  a  fair  and  public  proof  of  the  efficacy 
of  my  Medicines,  by  the  event  of  which  I  was 
willing  they  ftiould  Stand  or  fall* 

The  public  have  now  feeii  the  caufes  of  my 
firft  difappointment,  and  the  little  probability 
there  was  of  my  ever  having  it  in  my  power  to 
furmount  the  difficulties  the  ferjeants  had 
thrown  in  my  way  :  I  mean,  of  making  trial  of 
the  power  of  the  Stypticks  upon  the  larger  ar¬ 
teries  of  a  human  fubjeffi.  But  happily  (as  I 
then  thought)  for  me,  fuch  a  proof  at  laft  ar¬ 
rived  in  Offcober,  1766*  from  Africa,  in  the 
following  letter* 
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To  Mr.  THOMAS  PEIRCE, 


SIR, 

U  R  I  N  G  my  abode  in  Bance-Ifland,  on 
the  River  Sierraleon,  in  Africa,  I  received 
in  April,  1766,  a  final!  quantity  of  your  Styp¬ 
tic  Medicines,  from  the  houfe  of  Meff  Ofwald, 
Grant,  and  Go.  in  London.  On  the  22  ft  of 
May  enfuing,  I  had  the  following  opportunity 
of  trying  them*  viz.  Several  of  the  negroe  flaves 
wafhing  in  the  river,  a  fhark  bit  off  the  leg  of 
bne  of  the  boys,  a  healthy  young  lad,  about  19 
years  of  age*  near  feven  inches  below  the  pa¬ 
tella,  and  fradtured  the  tibia  fo  much  that  it 
projected  half  an  inch  from  the  fibula  :  Being 
called  to  the  affiftance  of  the  furgeon  of  the 
ifland,  we  found  amputation  neceffary  to  make 
a  good  flump ;  and  thought  the  boy  a  proper 
fubjedt  to  make  an  experiment  upon.  The 
neceffary  apparatus  being  ready,  we  proceeded 
according  to  cuftom,  with  this  difference  only, 
that  inftead  of  12  fang  the  needle,  I  applied  your

That  your  Majefty  was  pleafed,  in  confe- 
quence  of  the  (aid  petition,  to  refpite  George 
Clippingdale  (then  a  convidt  in  Newgate)  in 
order  that  the  experiment  of  the  efficacy  of  the 
laid  Styptic  Medicines  might  be  made  by  am¬ 
putating  the  leg  of  the  faid  convidt. 

That  your  memorialift:  was  prevented  from: 
giving  a  convincing  proof  of  the  efficacy  of  his 
Medicines,  by  a  report  of  your  Majefty’s  ferjeant 
furgeons,  delivered  to  LordEgremont,  in  which 
they  give  it  as  their  opinion,  that  the  proofs

dangers  and  idle  fears  he  intended  to  irnprefs 
it  with.  He  allured  her  ££  that  there  were 
“  fever  a]  parties  of  the  mob*  confifdng  offome 
hundreds,  then  a&mbling  in  the  parishes  of 
S p i > a  1  -Fields  and  Shoreditch,  who  had  de¬ 
clared  their  refold  lion,  not  only  to  put  the 
operator  to  death,  but  likewife  to  deftroy  his 
family,  and  to  pull  his  houfe  to  the  ground.** 
At  the  lame  time  he  begged  the  good  lady  to 
inform  him  who  the  other  gentleman  was, 
that  he  might  go  and  ring  the  fame  alarum  to

However  futile  and  woman ifh  thefe  fug- 
geftions  were,  they  operated  fufficiently  on  the 
minds  of  the  lady  and  gentlemen  to  produce 
the  above  letter. 

Mr.  Hume  now  afked  me,  if  I  chofe  to  have 
the  ierjeant  furgeons  appointed  to  perform  the 
operation  ?  I  anfwered,  I  had  no  objection  to 
their  being  p refen t  at,  or  even  performing  the 
operation,  provided  it  was  done  in  public,  be¬ 
fore  all  the  hofpital  and  other  furgeons  that 
chofe  to  attend  ;  and  as  many  friends  of  my 
own  as  I  thought  proper  to  invite  :  hut  that  I 
would  crave  two  days  to  determine  with  my- 
(elf,  whether  I  could  with  propriety  comply  with 
his  propofol  of  its  being  a  private  experiment .

When  the  two  days  were  expired,  which  was 
on  Tuefday  the  23d,  1  waited  on  Mr.  Conwayy 
according  to  appointment,  I  was  received  by 
Mr.  Hume,  who  informed  me  the  ferieants  at- 
*'  ’■  ‘  ‘  tended 
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tended  in  another  room,  by  the  King’s  order* 
and  that  they  had  reprefen  ted  my  bufinefs  in 
fuch  an  unfavourable  light,  as  to  have  greatly 
provoked  Mr.  Conway,  at  my  preemption  in 
troubling  him  with  a  fecond  application,  after 
I  had  made  one  of  the  fame  kind,  at  the  time 
Lord  Egremont  was  Secretary  of  State,  and 
which  had  been  dropped  in  confequence  of  the 
reafons  alledged  againft  it,  by  the  ferjeants  in 
their  reports, which  were  intirely  to  hisMajefty’s 
fatisfadtion.  Soon  after  Mr.  Conway  himfelf 
came  into  the  room,  and  by  afking  me,  what 
employment  I  had  been  bred  to,  and  whether  I  had 
not  made  a  former  application,  &c.  and  other 
queftions  of  the  fame  kind,  foon  convinced  me 
that  the  ferjeants  had  been  pradtifing  the  fame 
low  methods  to  injure  me  in  the  opinion  of 
Mr.  Conway,  as  they  had  formerly  rpade  ufe  of 
with  Lord  Egremont  for  the  fame  purpofe.  I 
anfwered  him  in  general,  “  that  had  he  done  me 
i(  the  honour  to  have  looked  into  the  pamphlet  I 
se  delivered  him  fome  time  before,  he  would  have 
found  all  thofe  queftions ,  as  well  as  the  ferjeants 

objections,  anfwered  to  his  fatisfaBion”  He 
then  candidly  owned  he  had  never  perufed  the 
pamphlet,  but  obligingly  promifed  me  he  would 
read  it  with  attention,  and  took  his  leave  feem- 
ingly  well  pleafed. 

From  the  whole  of  the  converfation  that 
palfed  between  Mr.  Conway  and  me,  I  could 
clearly  difcover  that  I  was  once  more  obliged 
fo  my  friends  the  ferjeants  for  a  defeat.— 

Indeed 
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Indeed  they  ftill  talked  (as  they  had  done  before 
to  Lord  Egremont)  of  making  private  trials  of 
them  in  the  hofpitals ;  but  without  my  being 
prefent ;  to  which  they  well  knew  1  never 
would  fubmit ;  and  here  the  bufinefs  ended. 

They  may  now  indeed  triumph  in  their  vic¬ 
tory,  having  for  the  prefent  effectually  dallied 
all  hopes  of  a  public  trial ;  and  whatever  they 
may  pretend  to  have  been  their  motives ,  yet  the 
impartial  and  difeerning  part  of  mankind  will 
be  at  no  lofs  to  affign  the  real  ones .  For  my 
own  part,  I  can  with  truth  affirm,  that  their 
eondudt  towards  me,  both  with  Lord  Egremont 
and  Mr.  Conway,  has  bedn  mean  and  di (in¬ 
genuous  (to  fay  no  worfe  of  it)  as  I  could  prove 
if  neceffary,  beyond  their  power  to  confute. 
For  allowing  one  of  their  weightier!:  objections 
its.utmoft  force,  viz,  “  that  though  it  Jucceeded 
ii  in  one  or  more  cafes ,  it  would  require  not  ¥s 
<c  than  twenty  bejore  they  could  recommend  it  to 
**  general  fraBice”  yet  furely,  this  one  might 
have  been  admitted  as  fufficient  to  author ife 
Further  trials  ;  more  efpecially  as  they  were  at¬ 
tended  with  no  greater  danger  than  every  ope¬ 
ration  of  the  fame  kind  is  expofed  to,  every 
thing  that  was  neceffary  to  guard  againft  the 
confequences  of  an  hemorrhage  having  been 
carefully  provided,  leaft  the  Styptic  fhould  have 
foiled. 

After  all  the  reader  may  very  naturally  afk, 
how  the  experiment  came  to  drop  this  laft  time, 
when  every  thing  feemed  to  go  on  fo  fwingingly 
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in  my  favour,  I  confefs,  I  cannot  give  him  any 
further  fatisfa&ion  than  what  I  have  delivered 
above,  viz.  The  being  difappointed  in  an  ope¬ 
rator,  and  the  neceffity  there  was  of  applying 
to  the  ferjeant's  on  that  account,  for  however 
frivolous  their  objections  may  appear  to  every 
femible  and  unprejudiced  reader,  yet  certain  it 
•is  they  proved  of  weight  enough  to  quafli  my 
bull  nets  from  the  moment  they  interpofed,  at 
leaf!,  I  can  declare  I  know  of  no  other. 

I  have  now  to  the  belt  of  my  knowledge  and 
abilities  performed  the  promife  I  made  in  the 
beginning  of  this  narrative,  viz.  to  give  an  ex¬ 
act,  true,  and  particular  account  of  every  cir- 
cumftance,  relating  to  the  affair  of  the  convidts  > 
and  this  I  have  done  with  fuch  a  fcrupulous  ex^- 
adtnefs,  at  leaf;  with  regard  to  truth,  that  I  can 
defy  the  wit  or  malice  of  man  to  impugn  one 
lenience  of  it. 


Hhe  following  Experiments  were  made  on  Brutes ; 

A  N  incifion  made  of  an  inch  and  a  half  in 
length,  and  the  artery  of  the  fore  leg  of  a 
large  dog  opened  at  the  fame  time,  the  hem¬ 
orrhage  inftantly  flopped  without  the  needle, 
lint,  or  bandage,  and  the  wound  cured  in  fix 
days. 

An  amputation  of  the  hinder  leg  of  the  fame 
dog  began  forty  minutes  paft  feven,  and  the 
hemorrhage  flopped  without  the  afliflance  of 
either  needle,  lint  or  bandage,  and  the  beaft 
in  a  found  fleep  ten  minutes  before  eight ;  he 
flept  well  all  night,  and  ran  about  the  houie 
the  next  day.  The  cure  was  performed  within 
three  weeks. 

An  iiicifion  was  made  on  the  hinder  thigh 
of  an  afs,  five  inches  in  length,  and  about  two 
in  depth  i  the  hemorrhage  flopped  in  a  very 
'Aiort  time.  This  experiment  was  made  in  the 
prefence  of  fome  of  the  gentlemen  belonging 
to  St.  Thomas's  hofpitah 
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An  amputation  of  the  hinder  1  eg  of  a  full 
grown  healthy  afs,  made  in  the  prefence  of 
near  twenty  gentlemen  of  the  faculty,  belonging 
to  St.  Thomas’s  and  Guy’s  hofpitals,  &c.

with  a  man’s  weight  upon  his  body  ten  minutes 
at  leaft,  ftruggling  all  that  time  with  his  bare 
flump  rubbing  on  the  floor,  till  the  tackle  was 
fixed  in  a  frefh  joift  j  when  that  was  done,  he 
was  hoifted  fo  as  to  have  a  bearing  on  his  three 
legs,  not  one  drop  of  blood  appearing  all  the

by  near  a  hundred  gentlemen  of  the  faculty;  the 
fourth  day  a  poultice  of  bread  and  milk  was 
applied  to  take  off  the  coagulUm,  and  the  flump 
wafhed  every  other  day  (for  the  four  following 
days)  with  a  fmall  quantity  of  the  Powder  dif- 
folved  in  warm  water.  He  foon  became  well 
with  the  common  dreffings* 
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On  the  30th  of  December,  1763,  we  took 
a  dog  of  a  middling  fize,  and  full  of  flefh,
